Traveling 186,000 miles a 
second (the speed of light) to the moon 


236,000 miles av/ay , the ra d a r message 
cam e b ack in 2.4 seconds. 
The return 
message sounded like a low hum and 
m ade a w avy while line on the b lack 
record sheet of the o.scillograph. 
(2) E \’en b efore the present age of 
ra d a r and atomic energy , scientists hnd 
speculated on sending a b eam of light 
to the moon. 
Theoretically a mighty 
searchlight could cast upon the moon 
s b right spot which would b e seen b y 
the most powerful telescopes. 
(Tele­ 
scope’s now b ring this dead, m ountain­ 
ous satellite of our earth •'A’ithin a visual 
distance of ab out 30 miles.) 
The spot 
of light on the moon v.’ould have to b e 


a few hundred feet wide to b e visib le. 
But to make a strong enough b eam, the 
searchlight unfortunately would have to 
b e several miles across. 
(3) Prior to the b irth of radar as a 
secret weapon of World W ar II. radio 
signals could not b e sent far out from 
the e arth’s surface. Radio waves, which 
migh^ ha\-e 'b een directed toward the 
moon, would have b een reflected b ack 
to earth b y the ionosphere. 
The iono­ 
sphere is a lay er of very thin air whose 
molecules are charged wdth electricity 
b y 
radiation 
from 
the 
sun. 
These 
charges drive radio waves b ack to the 
earth. 


(4) But radar w'ell might b e expected 
to perform peacetime wonders such as 
making contact with the moon. 
For 
radar s wartime miracles 'were hardly 
less startling. 
Using radar, warships 
.sailing in pitch darkness or fogs hit 
enemy vessels m any miles away , square­ 
ly amid.?hips. 
The firing w’as directed 
b y radar w’hose image show’ed the ene­ 
my vessel in clear outline. 
Likewise 
radar spotted enemy planes or shore in­ 
stallations great distances away . 
Thus 
radar helped to win thè w ar for the 
United Nations.
